DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 40-50,52-65 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Alivisatos'198 in view of Bewendi'901. 

The applied Alivisatos' 198 reference teaches that it is well known in the art to make and 
use semiconductor nanorod. The applied Alivisatos'198 discloses that rods of semiconductor 
nanocrystals of control dimensions could be formed in a controllable and repeatable manner. 
The applied reference also teaches the claimed materials for core of the rods. In addition the 
applied reference clearly teaches that growth of spherical semiconductor nanoparticles can be 
controlled in the similar process. See abstract, column 2, lines 9-20, column 2, lines 44-67, 
claims. 
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The applied Alivisatos' 198 does not specifically teach that nanoparticles may be coated 
with at least two monolayers. However, The Bewendi'901 reference teaches that it is well 
known in the art to apply coatings to semiconductor nanoparticles. The Bewendi'901 also 
clearly states that materials used for cores and monolayers may be varied. See abstract, column 
7, lines 30-67, column 8, lines 1 1-59. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to coat Alivistos' 198 rod semiconductor nanocrystals with monolayers of Bewendi'901 
and optimize composition and structure of such monolayers, since it would increase quantum 
yield of nanorods. See column 7, lines 52-62 of Bewendi'901. It would have been obvious to 
use the nanorods in barcode and optimize the structure of the barcode, since emission response of 
nanoparticles are well known in the art. 

The amendments and remarks filled by applicants in their last response have been fully 
considered. The claims, however, remain unpatentable in view of the new grounds of rejections. 
The allowability of the claims, previously indicated, is hereby withdrawn.
